The suggestions in the early part of thls. paper 
as to the spirit and aims of the Colporteur system

But the major proposition is an error of fact, and 
is demonstrably false by the showing of our 
author himself. In few words, and without going 
to the Reports ‘of the Tract Society, or examining 
one Of his ‘citations, I think this matter can be 
eclaircised. Down to the period when Colportage 
was introduced, the principle governing the ad- 
justment of prices for publications I understand 
to have been thus: As nearly as might be, to have 
the receipts for sales of books and tracts, from all 
sources, equal to the total expense of making and 
circulating the books and tracts thus sold, so that 
ite operations in thet department should be sub- 
stantially self-supporting, and then expending the 
contributions for foreign or domestic purposes, on 
gratuitous issues, &c. In the application of such 
a principle toa large concern, with an infinitude 
of details, there would be leeway for gain or loss, 
measured by fidelity and economy, or the opposite. 
The use of the word “ cost-price,” as then applied 
to publications, was legitimate. But. when a 
comprehensive system for Missionary aggression 
was introduced, and. salaried laborers were. sus- 
tained by hundreds, the burden op the benevolent 
contributions must necessarily be. increased just 
in the measure of its activity and when it thus 
‘beeame the principal agency for circulation, it

ival in America.” But that the Revival was vastly 
more pervading and powerful ; and that ite re 
Mer characteristica—eatholicity, purity, 
lence, prayerfulness, and prominence of lay by ef 
fort—took thelr type, in some considerable ‘meas- 
ure, from” the Colpottage that had for so many 
years pervaded the country,” no observing, philoso- 
phieal mind can doubt, The leading features of 
that remarkable work of grace were and are the 
- eading features of Colportage. ‘one reason 
why England and the Continent 6f Burope cannot 
hope to share so largely such spiritual blessings is, 
that they lack such an agency for precedent popu- 
lar evangelizing. ;
